Telephone call from BARNABY 


1. BARNABY called this afternoon and I told him that 
you would probably be in first thing in the morning. He said tha*. 
there was one minor item that he had forgotten to put in his report, 
which was the fact that HOCHE had been abroad last year, the end, 
of May or the first part of June, at which time he had gone to 
EINDHOVEN (Headquarters of the Phillips Co. SCM), Zurich, and 
then to Paris.
